SECOND OFFICE OPENED

Mayor's Reception Room Utilized
to Relieve Congestion—Exam-

Phiindalphia gave a quick and satiafac-
tory respanse to the urgent appeal for re-
crults made last midnlght by Brigadier
General Willlam G, Price. Jr., commuander
of the 1st Brigade, and supplementad later
by Mayor Emith.
